Rub the arr of a lemon. well into a shiny 
sponge, then rinse in several lots of 
warm saber: and it will be as good as new. 

Next time you cannot move a rusty screw 
try heating the screwdriver before applying 
This simplifies matters con- 
siderably. 

Rub a tin with a cut onion before you 
paste a label on it, If merely pasted on in 
the ordinary way labels are apt to come off 
the tin. 

Putting just a little salt into the water in 
which you wash new potatoes before scraping 
prevents them from staining your hands. 

yee live in a flat, put a damp sheet over 
upholstered furniture before beating it to get 
out the dust. The sheet holds all the dust 
that is raised, and at cleaning time it is well 
worth doing. 

A bad crack in a wash-hand basin can be 
mended by painting all along the crack on the 
outside with white paint, placing on it a piece 
of wide tape the len th of the. erack, and 
painting over this. hen dry it will be 
almost as firm as cement, Big dishes can be 
mended in the same way. 

To make your lamp burn brightly soak the 
wick in vinegar before using. and put just a 
pinch of salt in the oil-well.. Perhaps the 
burner is not clean. This would prevent any 
lamp from burning brightly. Every part of 
the burner should be well brushed to remove 
all particles of-dirt. once a week, at the least. 

Nothing is b>tter than ammonia and water 
for washing hairbrushes. Put a teaspoonful 
of ammonia into a quart of hot water. Dip 
the bristles of the brushes in this for a few 
minutes, and all grease will be removed. 
Then dip, first, in clean hot water, and then 
in cold, and dry as quickly as possible—out 
of doors, if fine. 

Keep sugat bags to use when putting small 
coal on. a fire. Half-fill the bag with any 
vegetable refuse you may have on hand and 
small coal to fill, and lay this on top of a 
fire that you want to last for a long time 
without more attention. If left alone, it will 
keep it going for hours. 

White painted doors, skirtings, etc., should 
not be washed with strong soap, or, in fact, 
any soap at all, as it is likely to remove the 
gloss off the paint. The best treatment for 
such delicate woodwork is to dip a wet 
flannel in bran or prepared chalk and rub it 
over the surface of the w 

lí your tap drips badly and you can’t get 
a plumber, push well into the nozzle a 

that fits it rather tightly». If it is well 
bashed in no water will get through. 

Discoloured enamel baths can be cleaned 
with turpentine or paraffin. Dip a cloth in 
whichever you use, rub until all stain is re- 
moved, an lish with a soft duster, 

Do not throw away broken incandescent 
mantles. Break them up into a powder, 
store in a small box, and use for cleaning 
jewellery. It gives a splendid polish, and 
does not scratch the surface of the gold or 
silver.

When the handles of steel knives become 
loose or come off they can easily be mended 
with resin.

THE BEAUTY OF IVORY. 


HE season for gift-giving draws near. 
| What more c g present than a 
fine piece of ivory. Ivory! And in- 
sensibly one’s thoughts hold loveliness of a 
cool, delicately distinctive, and rare quality. 
Uf such, a picture floats ‘before the minds 
eye; seen once, some twenty years back, in a 
Dublin restaurant—a woman, famed for her 
grace of bearing, in a severely simple, some- 
what exquisitely fasmoned black gown, a 
small black hat with black lace veiling, black 
silk stockings, and finely cut shoes, with a 
breast knot of one lovely pure white camelia 
(have people forgotten the quality of 
camelias?) and a necklet of narrow black 
moire silk ribbon, with attached minute 
charm of very beautifully carved ivory. Some 
memories live; that was one. 
Ivory! To stud ivory, or rather carving 
in ivory, is to study the history of all arts in 
ail ages. The ancients were fine carvers, and 
the Bible has many references to this wonder- 
ful art. Later, from the twelfth to the 
agama centuries, it was the only surviving 


vas very usually religious. That is, after the 
decline of Greece and Rome. But with the 
Renaissance there was 2 return to classicism. 

From the sixteenth to the nineteenth cen- 
tories there was a slow decline in the quality 
of the art, with the exception, however, cf 
such notable pieces of carved ivory as the 
knife of Diana of Poitiers, the sceptre of 
Louis XIII, and the Rothschild hunting 
horn, In the seventéenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies, although carving in ivory was very

popular, it was a degraded and inferior art. 

he solid pieces of ivory, such as dressing- 
table sets, were much in vogue about the 
middle of the nineteenth century, and there 
was a certain quality of aesthetic charm about 
these toilet sets, with their transparent 
mellow tint, that harmonised pleasantly with 
the old-fashioned pieces of flowered chintz, 
and mahogany (abused though the mid- 
Vietorian furniture often rightly is) chests 
and wardrobes. 

A charm both of an aesthetic and ascetic 
atmosphere, as compared with the jazz effect 
of the many silver articles so frequently seen 
to-day. 

The Byzantine ivories are very fine; the 
Gothic ivories exceedingly charming. 

In the Louvre may be seen the famous 
coloured ivories from Nineveh. The colour- 
ing due to the action of fire. 


Christmas morning gifts to please the mind 
of almost any woman (for the inward woman 
has changed very little) might perhaps include

THE ARDEE BOG 
~ MURDERS. 

FARM LABOURER ON 
Shiagi TRIAL.

crime for a reward, Sere recalled yi esterday, 
bus a young mán ‘named Eugene McKeever, 
of Breslanstown, Ardee, County Louth, who 
is charged with the murder of John Smith, 
junior, was put on trial for a second time, 
the jury having disagreed at the first trial in 
June last. 

When the case came up in June, Jewes 
Myles, a young peasant, who lived about four 
miles from McKeever, was found guilty of 
the murder of John Smith, senior, and was 
sentenced to death, He was subsequently 
executed in Mountjoy Prison. 

The evidence at the trial of McKeever yes- 
terday had not concluded when the Court 
rose till 10 o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. D 
White (instructed by Mr. Boyd, State solici- 
tor), appeared for the prosecution, and’ Mr. 
A. Lynn (instructed by Mr. T. P. Caffrey) 
was assigned for the defence. 

HE “ LUCKY SMITHS.” 

Mr. Carrigan told the jury that in Feb- 
ruary, 1924, McKeever was living on a small 
farm of about 18 acres with his mother and 
his brother, but the greater part of the farm 
was let for grazing, and he worked as a 
farm labourer casually. 

Relating the circumstances of the murder, 
counsel. described old Smith and his son as 
two of the most industrious and most thrifty 
men in Ardee district. The father, he said, 
was aged about 73, and the son about 34 
or 35. They lived on a patch of bog near 
Ardee, and by dealing in pigs showed what 
thrift. and industry could achieve despite the 
greatest disadvantages. 

The ple, who called them “the lucky 
Smiths,’’ were horrified to learn on this night 
in February that the son was shot dead by 
masked men, and the father mortally 
wounded. A neighbour heard the old man 
crying outside their little cabin: “ Ye mar- 
derers! They have murdered my son; they 
have shot my son.’ In hospital it was 
found that the son had been shot behind the 
ear and killed instantly. The heroic old 
man was shot through the lung, and he died 
on the morning of the lst March. Before he 
died he made a declaration, in which he 
described the raid, but could not identify 
any of the raiders. 

ividencé of the dying. declaration was 
given by Sergeant Neary, The old man 
stated that he and his son were sitting at the 
fire on this night at about 8 o clock, when 
they heard the dog barkin furiously. Two 
men rushed in and shoute ‘Hands up!” 
His son, who was standias by the fire, 
answered : ‘I don’t know whether I will 
or not.” The taller of the two men then 
drew a pistol and fired point-blank at his son, 
who fell dead on the floor. When he shouted 
“ You have murdered my son!’’ the smaller 
man fired at him, and the two men then 
ran out. They wore trench coats, black 
masks and white hats. 

Sergeant Neary stated that a notice, bear- 
ing the name of Mr. T. Peacocke, was 
posted in the Ardee district offering a re- 
ward of £100 to any person giving informa 
tion leading to the discovery of nineteen head 
of cattle stolen from the Singleton estate on 
the 19th October, 1925. 

A PAID MURDER. 

Francis Boyle was the principal State wit- 
ness. He gave evidence that he knew 
McKeever and Myles well, but did not know 
the Smiths. He was interned with McKeever. 
Myles was arrested, but not interned. 

On Monday, February 26th, 1924, the wit- 

ness left his home at about 7 o ‘clock in the

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evening, and on the road met McKeever and 
Myles. McKeever asked him to go with him- 
self and Myles on Nuair night on “a bit 
of a stunt.” He asked what the “stunt”. 
was. McKeever answered that they were 
going to shoot a man named Smith in the 
ae bog, and that there would be ‘‘ good 

for it,’ and that “it would be 
fell: ing him odo it he went.” 

“*T asked him,’’ said witness, ‘ HB Smith 
Was going to be shot, and he said e is on 
the black list, and must be done in now, as 
there is a reward up for the men that stole 
the cattle in Singleton’s demesne, and Smith 
is telling the people that he could lift it.’ 

“ He then said that himself and Myles and 
@ man named Phil Malone were going, and 
that they wanted me to make the fourth. I 
then told him that I would not go and 


I 


would have nothing to do with it, and I 
turned away from them. McKeever “called | 
me back and asked me if I had any Webley | 
ammunition; that they had only nine rounds, 

and that the job they were on might be a big | 
one; and I said my ammunition was destroyed 

while I was interned in February, 1923. | 
then had a few Webley bullets I got from | 
McKeever when we raided Lamb’s grocery

‘hen he said that he had no ammunition, 
proceeded the witness, they threatened that 
if he told anyone whom he saw or what he | 
was asked about that day he would be shot | 
at sight. He was warned not even to count 
himself safe in the Civic Guard barrack, as 
he could be shot there as well as outside. 

“I told them I would not tell anyone and 
left them.” 

He net saw McKeever on March 6th at 
the market in. Carrickmacross. McKeever 
said: “I sup epee you heard the Guards had 
been in Ardee about the murder of the 
Smiths?’’ and the witness replied that he 
had not told anything to the Civic Guards. 
McKeever mentioned two men named Moore 
and McArdle, who, he said, supplied himself 
and Myles with hats and coats and a second 
revolver. 

Myles, he said, got “windy” on the night 
of the murder and ran away. He added: 
“Only for that there would be nobody left 
to tell the tale.”’ 

A WEBLEY REVOLVER. 

McKeever then said that he got £5 from 
Moore and McArdle for the murder, but was 
afraid to change it in case it would arouse 
suspicion. The witness refused to try and 
get it changed, and McKeever, remarking 
that things were ‘‘ getting hot” for him, 
went away. Two Civic Guards were in the 
vicinity at the time. 

About a month later the witness again met 
McKeever, who handed him a W ebley 
revolver, and asked him to take charge of it, 
adding: “TI have always to keep going now.’ 
The witness asked him if the revolver was 
the one with which the Smiths were shot. 
McKeever laughed, said that it was, and that 


meh-——Moore and McArdle—for the murder. 
He also said that he fired at young Smith 
and shot him déad, and that Myles then shot 
the: old man. He (the witness) gave back 
the revolver to McKeever and did not see 
him again till he saw him in Dundalk Jail.

FACTORY VERSUS TECHNICAL 
' SCHOOL. 


Mr. Warren said that the Association was 
of opinion that technical education for boys 
desiring to become apprenticed to the printing 
and kindred trades should be compulsory for 
a period of not less than five years. No boy 
should be accepted as a prospective apprentice 
until he had passed the present technical 
school scholarship or similar examination. 

The Association further considered that all 
apprentices of the printing trade for whom 
technical education was provided should, 
during the first two years of apprenticeship, 
spend half their time in the workshop and 
half in the technical school while the school 
was in session, and that during that period 
evening attendance should not be compulsory. 
In the third year the apprentices “houlc 
spend eight hours per week in the day and 
four hours per week in the evening -t the 
technical schools, and in the fourth and fifth 
years four hours each week at evening classes 
in the. technical schools. 

To carry out these recommendations tech- 
nical school authorities should make financial 
provision to meet the loss of wages which the 
apprentice would: suffer while attending day 
classes. His Association was of opinion that 
the combined weekly amount that the ap- 
prentice should receive while attending day 
classes. should be fiot less than his earnings 
would be if he spent all his time in the work- 


shop. 
TRAINING. OF TEACHERS. 

Having dealt with the control of technical 
education in relation to the printing industry 
in Dublin. Mr. Warren said that with regard 
to the training of technical teachers the Asso- 
ciation considered that the needs of the print- 
ing industry could most advantageously be 
met by employing as teachers the most effi- 
cient craftsmen in the different branches of 
the trade. : 

Replying to questions, Mr. Warren said that 
he preferred the boy who was traitied in the 
factory to the boy who came from the tech- 
nical school. He thought that the conditions 
in the school should resemble as closely as 
possible those in the workshops. 

The: number of men, and boys employed in 
the printing trade in Dublin was about 1,600, 
while the number of women workers con- 
nected with it was about 2,000, The closing 
down of the Freeman's Journal had a tad 
effect on the trade, leaving about 100 men on 
the market. Consequently the union was 
opposed to any more coming into the trade 
than was absolutely essential at present. 

Formerly almost all Government printing 
was done in Dublin. Now a great part of it 
had gone to places like Athlone and Wexford, 
where lower wages prevailed. In some cases 
the wages were 25s, per week lower than in 


Dublin. 

WOMEN EMPLOYES. 

Women were chiefly employed as machine- 
feeders, book-binders and -makers. There 
was no necessity for technical education 
for girls, as the work was virtually un- 
skilled. As women workers in Dublin 
were not allowed to bind books with stiff 
covers, tons of this class of work had to be 
imperted from England, where it was done by 
women. It meant the difference of paying 
four guineas to a man and 33s. to a woman, 
If women in Dublin were allowed to do this 
work there was no reason why the Irish 
demand should not be supplied by Irish 
labour. 

The regulation as to apprentices was, 
roughly, one apprentice per year to every 
three men, up to six. Not more than six 
could.be taken, even if hundreds of men were 
employed. . About 25 apprentices a year were 
taken on, and the master printers were willing 
to take more; but the unions would not allow 
them.

ARMAGH ASTRONOMER’S 
LECTURE. 

“ Stars and Suns ” was the subject of an in- 
teresting lecture delivered yesterday evening 
by the Rev. W. F. A. Ellison, B.D., Armagh 
Observatory, to the members of the Engineer- 
ing and Scientific Association of Ireland. at 
University College, Dublin. ' 

In the course of his lecture, which was 
illustrated by a series of photographic slides, 
Mr. Ellison said that the sun was a star, 
and that the stars were suns. That might 
be a platitude now, but it was not thirty 
years ago, when very little was known about 
their solar system. Their system was not 
the only one: there were other and more 
complex systems. 

The sun was a very small star of the 
fifth absolute magnitude, and there was no 
doubt that there were other suns ad stars, 
and that there were other systems in the 
making. |

South Africa and Jreland. 


The results of the Imperial Conference 
have been received with rejoicing in the 
Union of South Africa. Yesterday General 
Hertzog, the South African Premier, who 
was his country’s chief delegate to the 
Conference, arrived in Cape Town from 
Europe, and was entertained at a civic 
luncheon. The General, who announced 
that he always had been a con- 
vinced opponent of ‘‘ imperialism,” 
declared that the word “Empire” now 
could be used by South Africans with 
greater ease than heretofore. The Imperial 
Conference had gratified all their needs in 
regard to constitutional status. Every 
member-State of the British Empire in. 
theory and in fact was now “a free body,” 
master of its own destiny, and at liberty 
to carve out its own career in accordance 
with its own conditions and the wishes 
of its own people. “It is no longer 
necessary,’’ he concluded, “to .quibble 
whether in the future the Union is to 
remain in the Empire, or to secede. That 
is a question which we shall have to 
decide according to the dictates of our 
country’s interests. . . . We know now 
that we have everything necessary.” 
General Hertzog came to London as a 
secessionist. He has returned to South 
Africa as a convert to the faith of en- 
lightened imperialism. Six months ago 
a great gulf was fixed between his 
party and that of Genera] Smuts, who 
became convinced of the value of the im- 
perial connection many years ago. To-day 
there is not a hair's breadth of difference 
between them, and, for the first time since 
the establishment of the Union, Dutch 
and British South Africans can unite in 
a common party. The benefits that this 
reunion will confer on a country in which 
the white population is outnumbered by 
three to one hardly can be over-estimated. 
Henceforward there will be no constitu- 
tional problem in South Africa. In 
common. with every other Dominion the 
Union has the right to secede to-morrow, if 
it should desire secession; but, as the 
temptation of forbidden fruit has been 
removed, the desire to yield to it has 
vanished. 

The Imperial Conference has brought 
the two white races in South Africa 
together after long years of bitter feud. 
What has it done for Ireland? Many of the 
constitutional reforms that were achieved 
by the Conference were the work of Irish 


. Government has: 
refused to _ interfere Wa Mexico's strictly |. 
¥ | domestic affairs. In particular, it has 
been an absolutely: impartial observer’ of 
the conflict between Church and State. The 
dispute over the land and oil laws of 
Mexico is, however, a cause of serious 
anxiety at Washington; for it affects 

nancial interests which have an immense 
influence in the politics of the United 
States and are putting powerful pressure 
on the Government and Congress. Sefior 
Calles has decided to Jimit all land and oil 
concessions to a term of years, and, natur- 
ally, the great oil companies of the United 
States, which have invested vast sums in 
Mexico, are demanditig protection from 
their Government. Hitherto Mr. Coolidge 
has resisted this pressure for at least two 
specific reasons in. addition to his well- 
known caution. [In the first place, most 
of the other oil concesstonnatres in Mexico 
have accepted Sefior Calles’s conditions, 
on the philosophic ground that the output 
of their wells will be exhausted before the 
new time-limit has expired. In the next 
place, some recent revelations concerning 
the finance of oil have put Americans a 
little out of love with their own magnates 
of the industry. There is another trouble, 
however, towards which the United States 
Government soon may be compelled to take 
a decisive attitude. It cannot ignore the 
present developments in Nicaragua, where 
the Conservative Government of Sefior 
Adolfo Diaz was “ recognised,’ less 
than a month ago, by the United States. 
A rival Government, described as “ Liberal 
Constitutional,’’ has been proclaimed in a 
remote corner of the State by Dr. Sacasa 
and has been ‘‘ recognised’? by Mexico. 
Now it appears that the Mexican Govern- 
ment is organising an armed expedition to 
Nicaragua in support of Dr. Sacasa’s 
claims, and Sefior Diaz has issued a state- 
ment of his position and policy which is, 
in effect, an appeal to Washington. 

Dr. Sacasa’s Government has its head- 
quarters in the coast town of Puerto 
Cabezas, which was the scene of a recent 
exploit by Mexican gun-runners. The 
naval forces of the United States in those 
waters are commanded by Admiral 
Latimer, who has suggested to his Govern- 
ment that he shall declare Puerto Cabezas 
neutral. as the first step towards the 
establishment of a blockade. Once more 
the spirit of caution has prevailed at 
Washington, and it is) understood that 
Admiral Latimer has been instructed to 
restrain his ardour. Yet if, as Sefior Diaz 
seems to fear, his rival is able to defeat 
him with the aid of Mexican ships and 
troops, the United States Government 
hardly can hesitate to intervene; for ‘it 
has very important, interests, political and 
financial, in Nicaragua.. Under a treaty 
of 1916 the United States paid. £600,000 
to that. country in return for ‘the Canal 
rights and for a long lease of two islands 
which were required for the protection of 
the Canal route and of a naval base in the 
Gulf of Fonseca. This arranggment 
certainly. would be repudiated if Mexican 
influence should become supreme in 
Nicaragua. Moreover, the question of 
Nicaragua is only a part of a very large 
and formidable issue to which the restless 
ambition of President Calles has given defi- 
nite shape during the last twelve months. 
Mexico is bidding against Washington 
for the leadership in Central America. 
Most of the Central American Republics 
probably have no liking for the Communist 
and anti-clerical principles of the Mexican 
Government ; but they dread the increasing 
influence of the United States in their 
affairs, and would welcome a strong lead 
against it. It is significant that they are 
planning. to invite Canada to join the 
Pan-American Union, in the hope that her 
presence may diminish the predominance 
of Washington. Sooner or later, as we 
think, the United States must decide to 
accept Mexico’s challenge—unless, indeed, 
Sefior Calles is dethroned by an internal 
revolution. Such a revolution is being 
organised even mow, from the safe 
harbourage of Tucson, Arizona, by General 
de la Huerta, a former President of 
Mexico,

When he returned to 
London on Saturday afternoon he was then 
in excellent health. Angina pectoris was the 
cause of death, and this was his first attack. 
A doctor had been called, but did not reach 
the house until his lerdship had passed 
away. 


PAYMASTER REAR-ADMIRAL 
H. A. T. CUMMINS. 

Paymaster Rear-Admiral Henry Ashley 
Travers Cummins, C.B.E., who died at Beau 
Site, Dinard, on Friday, at the age of 81, had 

a successful career in the Accountant Branch 
of the Navy, and on his retirement served as 
a director of various steamship companies, 
says The Times. 
‘For twenty-five years he held the post of 
Paymaster of Contingencies at the Admiralty, 
acting in a civil capacity. This brought him 
into contact with a great number of naval 
officers of all ranks, many of whom ex 
rienced and remembered special acts of his 
courtesy and consideration. The tradition 
went that an officer artiving in London from 
sea at any time of the day (or night) could 
always find Mr. Cummins and obtain from 
him an advance of pay, the use of a room 
for. the night, and a tic et for the theatre. 
He was a prominent Freemason and has 
held high office in the craft. Mr, Cummins 
was born on Janu 25, 1847, at Cork, the 
youngest son of the late Nicholas Cummins 
of that city, and he entered the Royal Navy 
in 1864. In December of that year he joined 
H.M.S. Fisgard, dépét ship at Woolwich. 
From 1865 to 1869 he was in the Octavia, 
Commodore’s. ship in the East Indies, during 
which time he served in the Abyssinian ex- 

ition, and was awarded the medal. 
After being in the Minotaur flagship in 
the Channel Fleet, he took for the 
corvette Clio, on ‘the Australian station, in 
the Megaera, in which he was shipwrecked 
on St. Paul's Island during the voyage, the 
officers and crew being saved.

THE FINDING OF THE MONEY. 

Mr, O’Hurley and the driver were next 
taken out and all were ordered to stand 
clear of the car and put their hands above 
their heads. The car was then searched, 
and from the back, where the officials had 
been seated, the raiders took out a metal 
cash box containing £875. Mr. Corbett 
stated that this was the smallest sum that 
he had ever brought to Ballycullane, the 
usual amount having been reduced owing 
to the decline of business at the fair. 

He and Mr. O’ Hurley were told to walk 
back to New Ross, and Lacey, the driver 
of the motor, was forced to driye the three 
men and the money box in nif car in the 
opposite direction to « side road, where 
another motor car was waiting. The 
raiders got into this car, and, telling Lacey 
not to move for an hour, drove away. 
Lacey, however, drove back after Mr. 
Corbett and overtook him two miles away. 


THE ROBBERY REPORTED 

Meanwhile Mr. O’Hurley’ had got the 
loan of a bicycle from a house on. the road- 
side and cycled to New Ross, where he 
reported the matter to Superintendent P. 
Kilroy. Lacey was unable to give a 
description of the second car. One of the 
robbers was stated to be nearly 6ft. tall 
and the others about 5ft. 7in. each: They 
wore trench coats. . 

Chief Superintendent’ MeCarthy,- Wex- 
ford, was quickly .on the scene, and, with 
Superintendent Kilroy and all the avail- 
able men, scoured the countryside, and all 
the Civic Guard stations in the district 
were warned by telephone to keep a sharp 
look-out for the car.

BIG DUMP FOUND IN

Yet 
we most honestly say that we do not 
believe in the restoration of the Shadow 
Cabinet on the lines which existed after 
that first declaration of unity in 1923, 
because we do not believe that the unity 
would be real.” ;

with the Highland Light Infantry in reserve. 
The darkness and a severe storm made it 
difficult. to keep direction, and just as day was 
beginning to break the brigade found itself 
in mass formation within a few hundred 
yards of the Boer trenches. A violent fire 
was immediately opened, and in a few 
minutes Major-General Wauchope, the Briga- 
dier, and scores of officers: and men. had 
fallen.

. There had been a difference of opinion 
ns to whether the Free State was entitled 
to deduct income tax from these annuities, 
but this was settled in March of this year 
in favour of the British Government, and 
the whole of the arrears in respect to 
income tax had been paid over. 

With regard to an agreement of 
February 12th, 1923, for the publication of 
which Lord Danesfort pressed, that agree- 
ment owas purely provisional and 
temporary. It contained nothing incon- 
sistent* with the original working arrange- 
ment, and had been superseded by that 
final settlement of March last. 

A further paper with regard to the 
financial position between the British 
Government and the Irish Free State was 
in course of preparation and would shortly 
be presented to Parliament. 


LORD DANESFORT’S 
SPEECH.

MATTERS STILL 
DISCUSSION. 

Lord Danesfort said that his question 
raised matters of great importance to the 
British taxpayers, and illustrated the financial 
situation as between the British Government 
and the Government of the Irish Free State. 
He thought that the British Government had 
been extraordinarily generous to the Free 
State Goverriment. 

Under a series of Land Acts passed before 
the establishment of thé Free State, the 
British Government advanced sums amount- 
ing to considerably over 100 millions to 
enable tenants to purchase their holdings, and | 
the tenants, on their part, undertook to re- 
pay the capital and interest by a series of 
a

nd purchase annuities, extending over a&| 


large number of years, 
When the Free State Government came 
into existence they undertook to collect these 
land annuities on behalf of the Sritish 
Government and pay over the proceeds to the 
British Exchequer. Some of the agreements 
between the two Governments affecting this 
matter had been published and laid before 
Parliament, but others had not. 


DELAYED DOCUMENTS. 

The first document, dated 22nd January, 
1922, was not published until July, 1023. The 
next document was dated 12th February, 
1923. It dealt with land purchase annuities 
and a large number of other extremely im- 
portant financial matters, but, so far, it had 
never been published at all. For nearly 
four years it had been withheld from Par- 
liament. Why should that be so? It might 
be that it had been superseded by a later 
agreement, but that was no reason why it 
should have been withheld from Parliament, 

He had been furnished by the Secretary 
for the Dominions with an extract from the 


agreement, so far as it related to land. pur} 


chase annuitiés. According to this, it ap- 
peared that the Free State Government un- 
dertook to pay the full amount of the annui- 
ties accruing from time to time, but the 
payment appeared to have been allowed to 
fall very considerably into arrears, and, from 
a paper published in April, 1925, it was 
estimated, that the amount outstanding was 
something over one million pounds. That 
sum was reduced to about £260,000, a- ques- 
tion having arisen as to the claim of the 
Free State to deduct income tax. 

Since his question had appeared, a ver 
important paper was published dealing wi 
the position and dated 19th March last, but 
it was six or seven months overdue, In 
that paper the Free State Government under- 
took. to pay the full amount of the annuities 
without any deduction whatever, whether on 
account of income tax or otherwise, He was 
glad the claim for income tax had been 
abandoned, 

In the March agreement the British 
Government undertook to make no further 
claim in respect of any portion of the value 
of property taken over by the Free State 
and belonging to British Government De- 
partments. ow much did that concession 
involve ! i 

There were other concessions involved in 
the agreement. He especially urged the 
Government to publish the agreement of 
February, 1925, which affected envurmous 
sums of money. 


EARL OF CLARENDON'S REPLY. 

The Earl of Clarendon, replying for the 
Government, agreed that there was a certain 
amount of misconception in regard to the 
whole question of lrish land purchase annui- 
ties, and said that he would like to clear the 
air as far as possible. In the form in which 
the question was put it looked as if there 
was a capital sum owing by the Free State 
Government in respect of land purchase 
annuities. That, however, was not the case. 
The approximate annual amount of the 
annuities now payable in respect of the ad- 
vances made under the Irish Land Acts, 1891 
to 1909, was £2,996,000, It was agreed that 
the sums should be collected and paid over 
by the Free State Government to the British 
Government. The actual amount payable by 
the Free State Government was assessed by 
the Nationa] Debt Commissioners 

He detailed the payments given above, and 
said that the question of income tax was 
settled in March last, when the Free State 
Government undertook to pay to the British 
Government the full amount of these annuities 
without any deduction whatsoever, and they 
agreed to pay the whole of the arrears aris- 
ing from previous deductions. All these 
arrears had now been paid. | 

The total amount had been paid down to 
Slst March last, and that amount coincided 
with the amount notified by the National 
Debt Commissioners for the whole period 
taken together.

HORSES STRUCK BY MOTOR 


CAR 
While returning from a meet of the Ward 
Union Hounds on Saturday evening two of 
the members of the hunt met with an extra- 
ordinary accident, A party of four, including 
Mrs. Dockrell, wife of Mr, Kenneth Dockrell, 
K.C., were riding along the road to Crumlin, 
when they were run into by a large open 
touring motor car. Mrs, Dockrell was 
knocked:.off. her horse and rendered uncon- 
scicus, while her horse was carried for some 
distance on the bonnet of the motor car 
before it was thrown to the road. Mr, | 
Mitchell, of Dunboyne, was pitched over a 
ditch. into a field when the motor ear struck 
his horse, and sustained severe injuries to his 
face and had a small bone in his arm broken. 
The two horses were badly injured, and 
bolted after the accident. They were not re- 
captured until late at night, when both were 
found in a very distressed condition some 
distance from the scene of the-accident, 
At the time of the accident shortly before 
~~ o'clock in the evening, it was getting 
dark, 
Mrs. Dockrell told an fria Times repre, 
sentative that they were walking their horses 
and chatting over the incidents of the hunt. 
The crash knocked her unconscious for about 
ten minutes,: Her back was injured and she 
was bruised all over. Mr. Mitchell was riding 
just in front of her, and the car struck his 
horse on the outside hindquarters. He was 
thrown clean over a fairly high ditch into a 
field. His face was badly cut his glasses, 
which were broken. They both received a 
bad shaking and severe shock. 
The motor car, Mrs. Dockrell said, had not 
lights and sounded no horn. There were five 
men in the car, which stopped a short dis- 
tance past the scene of the accident, and the 
five mem came back to pick them up and to 
try to catch the horses. The motor car had 
been injured by the collision with the two 
horses, and they could not get it to -start 
again.

had defects of the nose and throat; and 2 per 
cent, were deficient. in barag, There ‘were 
12 per cent. affected by uncleanness; - This 
included vermin, itch, and ringworm. These 
were contagious diseases that existed amongst 
children in which a nurse could give valuable 
assistance.. They could not teach children 
who were cold or hungry, or both. In 
this connection he strong’y urged the giving 
of a glass of milk with bread and butter to 
children when at school, 

If us is Cen of infantile 
recognised at once and the child wag put 
into an absolutely resting condition, 
which it could not move its shoulders or 
hips, it might recover. Valvular disease of 
the heart was-eaused by rheumatic affection, 
due to living in damp houses.

CRITICISM OF KILKENNY 


HOSPITAL. 


According to the latest report of the In- 
spector of Mental Hospitals, the number of 
insane persons under care on Slst December, 
1925, in public w private establishmenta 
throughout the F State was 19,539. 

This number, which is made up of 10,237 
males and 9,302 females, represents an in- 
crease of 158 on’ the 1924 figures. ‘The total 
number of patients discharged in 1925 was 
1,273, of whom 950, or 36.8 per cent., were 
certified “' recovered.”’ 

The total number of deaths was 1,105, 
which is thirteen more than occurred in 
1924. Pulmonary phthisis accounted for 
216 (19.5 per cent.) deaths, epilepsy for ó4, 
malignant disease and other tumours (except 
of the brain) for 29, and general paralysis of 
the insane for 26. The highest death-rate 
was in Kilkenny Mental Hospital—11.6 per 
cent. of the daily average number resident. 
The lowest was 4.7 per cent., which was the 
rate for Ballinasloe, i 

In his reports on the institutions the In- 
spector in several cases draws attention to 
overcrowding ; but, apart from that, he seems 
to have been well satisfied with the manner 
in. which the hospitals are conducted. One 
of the exceptions is Kilkenny. He makes the 
following remarks on his inspection of this 
institution :'— 

“Inspected on the 5th June, 1925. The 
male patients were untidy in a rance, 
many wearing unlaced and y- 0 ed boots, 
torn socks and no neck ties. ‘women pre- 
sented a neater appearance. The number of 
patients working on the farm should be in- 
creased and the farm extended, The number 
of women sitting idle was very large. The 
dietary is satisfactory, but could be improved 
if more vegetables were raised. The kitchen 
and dining hall should be better kept and 
the sculleries and pantries are not clean. 
Little, is done to provide indoor recreation 
for the patients, and there are no outdoor 
games, suck as football, handball, etc.

Tt was the job, it was the duty, of everyone 
of them to cherish and to develop the 
heritage handed down to them by their fcre- 
fathers. 


Mr. Coates next dealt with the subject 
of trade within the Empire, and said it was 
the duty of every Britisher to buy goods 
produced within the Empire, no matter what 

rt.. Women wielded a great influence, and 
if they insisted on having only Empire grown 
fruits in their homes, they would help the 
trade of the Dominions very materially. 
Having quoted statistics of New Zealand’s 
trade, Mr, Coates spoke of the development 
of the Dominions’ educational system and of 
their public services, and declared that they 
were trying to get away from political inter- 
ference with the real progress of the country. 
A PILLAR OF THE EMPIRE. 

Sir James Craig, moving a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Coates, recalled the fact that they 
travelled over the Atlantic together. ‘* The 
more I saw of him,” declared Sir James, 
““the more I believe that he will become a 
great pillar in the Empire of the future. 
There was much in common between the 
people. of Ulster and their cousins down 
under, he added, and the more frequently 
the Prime Ministers of the Dominions and 
their Ministers came to Belfast the better 
the Ulster people would be pleased. New 
Zealand was as strong for the Empire and 
for the King as were Ulstermen, and trea- 
sured dearly all that Ulstermen had fought 
for. (Applause.) s

£2,743 ALLOCATED, 

At the meeting of the Louth Agricultural 
Committee in Dundalk yesterday, £2,745 was 
allocated for poultry-keeping, livestock, and 
cottage schemes for the coming year.
